as  ii  ridiculous  lie;  he  must  make  an  ass  of 
himsdf,  to  please  and  praise  his  modern 
goddess. 

If  there  is  a  thing  which  is  evident,  it  is 
that  God  iiims(;lf  lias  never  yet  seen  tit  to 
destroy  all  llw;  lieresiesin  the  whole  world. 
If  we  consult   the   theologians  of  Rome, 
they   tell  us  that  not  only  all  the  heresies 
have  never  been  destroyed,  but  that  all 
tlie   heresies   of  old   have   been   renewed 
and  revived  by  the  arch-heretics,  Luther, 
Calvin,   Zuingle,  «&c.    If   we  consult  the 
Itoman  Cath()lic  historians,  they  are  unan- 
imous in  telling  us  that  God  has  never  yet 
granted  to  their  Cliurch  to  see  the  happy 
day  that  all  heresies  have  been  destroyed, 
all  over  the  world.     And  if  any  one  would 
say  in  the  presence  of  the  theologians  and 
historians,   that  "aW  the   heresies   in  the 
whole  world   have  been  destroyed,"  they 
would,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  answer, 
that  this    is    one    of   the  most  evident, 
egregious,  and  ridiculous  lies    which  had 
ever  been  proclaimed.      But,  in  order  to 
show  to  the  Roman   Catholics  how  the 
Virgin  Mary  is  above  God  the  Father,  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  they  assure  us 
that  the  Virgin  Mary  alone  has  destroyed 
all    the  heresies  in    the  whole  world!!! 
Wliat  must  not  have  been  the  surprise  of 
the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  when  she  heard, 
for  the  lirst  time,   tliat  pious,  but  exceed- 
ingly big  and  ridiculous  lie  proclaimed  in 
her   honor,  by  the  holj%  infallible  Church 
of  Rome.     If  I  have  a  good  memory,  the 
priests    of    Rome    are    bound    by    their 
Cliurch  (under  pain  of  eternal  damnation) 
to  repeat   that  compliment  to  the  blessed 
Virgin  Mary  one   hundred  times  every 
year!     Yes,  the  good   and   truthful  Mr. 
Kilroy  has  to   repeat  and   proclaim  this 
glorious  news  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  in  pres- 
ence of  the  God  of  Truth  !     And  if,  in  his 
lionesty,  he  shrinks  from  repeating  a  thing 
which  HI  his  entelligence  and   conscience 
he  knows  to  be  an  egregious,  blasphemous 
lie,  his  infallible  Church  presses  him  with 
her  thunders,  and  under  pain  of  (Eternal 
damnation   she  forces  him  to  .say :    "Re- 
joice, Virgin  Mary,  thou  alone   hast  de- 
stroyed all  the  her'.'sies  which  were  in  the 
whole  world." 

You  see,  Mr.  Editor,  what  a  privilege  it 
istobelong  to  the  holv  and  infallible  Church 
of  Rome.  \  ou  .see,  also,  how  it  is  evident 
that  the  Church  of  Rome  never  exalts  the 
power  of  Mary  above  the  power  of  God.

80L\.  unicermn  Jmresas  iiiteremit,  nostra- 
guce  manma  Jiducia,  imo,  tota  ratio  est 
unci  /t«.y^r«!."— "Rut  in  order  that  we  may 
receive  all  these  blessings,  let  us  raise  our 
eyes  and  our  hands  to  the  most  holy  Vir- 
gin j\Iary,  who  alo7ie  has  destroyed  all  the 
lieresies  ;  who  is  the  svrest  foundation  of 
our  hope;  nay,  who  is  aU  the  foundation 
of  our  hope''!!! 

Here  the  intallible  Church  of  Rome,  not 
through  the  Breviarium,  but  through  her 
infallible  heatl  the  Pope,  says  again  that 
the  holy  Virgin  MiU-y,  alone,  by  her  (jwn 
power,  without  the  help  of  God  ;  alone 
has  destroyed  all  the  heresies!!!  But 
fearing  that  this  infinite  power  given  to 
the  virgin  Mary  may  not  sufficiently  con- 
vey the  idea  of  the  power  of  that  miglity 
Queen  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  the  Church 
of  Rome  adds,  that  the  Virgin  Mary  is  ''nil 
the  foundation"  of  the  hope  of  mankind ! 
the  greatest  (mark  that  word— '//<('a;??»a) 
source  of  their  confidence !  1 ! 

You  see,  Mr.  Editor,  how  I  was  wrong 
when  I  said  that  the  Church  of  Rome  invites 
her  poor  dupes  to  put  their  (jreut  confi- 
dence in  Christ,  but  their  greatest  coufi- 
dence  in  Mary  !  You  see  how  the  good 
pries^  of  Sarnia  was  correct,  honest  and 
polite,  when  he  accused  um  of  wilful  false- 
hood, because  I  said  tae  Church  of  Romo 
has  "some"  confidence  in  Oir  ,  but  that 
she  puts  ''all"  htr  confident  .n  Mary — 
"tota  ratio  spei  nostra"!!  The  Church  of 
Rome  says  that  all  the  foundation  of  her 
hopes  b-  in  Mary.  This  is  just  what  I 
have  f-aid  of  that  church.  I  congratulate 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kilroy  upon  having  had  the 
good  sense  not  to  put  all  his  confidence  in 
Mary,  but  to  keep  sonu  for  Christ  his  Sa- 
viour. I  hope  before  long  he  will  take 
away  the  little  (though  very  big)  word, 
(dl,  from  before  the  name  of  Mary,  and 
put  it  just  before  the  name  of  Jesus.  Tes, 
I  advise  him  to  refuse  to  say  with  his 
Church  that  all  his  confidence  and  hope 
die  in  Mary,  but  that  it  is  in  Jesus.  Then 
h6  will  be  a  true  Christian  and  a  good. 
Protestant. 

Let  us  come  again  to  the  Brenarium 
In  the  office  of  the  Immaculate  Concep- 
tion we  find  the  following  prayer,  which 
the  priest  of  Rome  is  bound,  under  pain  of 
eternal  damnation,  to  say  to  the  Virgin 
Mary  •  "Accipe  quod  offerimus,  redona 
quod  rogamus,  excusa  quod  timemus;  quia

— "Receive  wlmt  wc  ofter,  give 
"wbat  we  ask,  ex(jiise  what  Ave  fear ;  for 
thou  art  the  only  hope  for  sinners. 
Through  thee  we  liope  for  the  pardon  of 
our  sins,  and  in  thew,  most  blessed,  is  the 
expectation  of  our  reward.  Holy  Mary, 
succour  the  wretched,  assist  the  weak, 
comfort  the  mourners,  jiray  for  the  people, 
mediate  for  the  clergy,  intercede  for  the 
devout  females.  Let  all  feel  thy  help  who 
celebrate  thy  holy  conception. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  when  the  people  of 
Sarnia  will  read  in  my  letter  these  words 
addressed  to  Mary  by  all  the  priests  of 
Rome,  even  by  the  good  Mr  Kilroy,  "For 
thou  art  the  ofily  hope  for  sinners,"  they 
will  be  tempted  to  say,  with  Mr.  K.,  "This 
is  falsehood  No.  one,  two,  and  three.  It  is 
impossible  that  the  Church  of  Rome  has 
become  so  completely  blind  as  to  say  to 
the  Virgin  Mary,  'Thou  art  tiic  onli/  hope 
for  the  sinner.'  It  is  impossible  that  a 
gentleman  of  the  intelligence  and  Chris- 
tian learning  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kilroy 
fi^ould  consent  to  say  to  the  Virgin  Mary, 
'Thou  Hrt  the  o?ily  hope  for  the  sinner.' 
Poor  Father  Chiniquy,  you  go  too  far  in 
your  i,3ai  against  Popery,  wlien  you  as- 
sure us  that  our  Roman  Catholic  neigh- 
bors and  citizens  look  to  the  Virgin  Mary 
as  the  only  hope  for  sinners." 

But,  Mr.  Editor,  I  tell  you,  and  through 
you,  all  the  people  of  Sarnia  and  all 
the  people  of  Canada,  that  the 
Church  of  Rome  looks  to  tlie  Vii'gin  a"? 
the  "oniy  hope  for  sinners !"  And  in  or- 
der that  every  one  of  j'ou  may  see  with 
his  own  eyes  the  proof  of  what  I  sa}%  I 
8en«l  by  Express  to  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson, 
in  whose  hands  every  one  can  see  it  for 
himself,  the  Supplement  to  the  Breviariuvi 
containing  the  new  office  of  the  Concep- 
tion of  Mary  Immaculate,  in  which,  at 
page  158,  lines  7th  and  8th,  it  is  said — 
''Quia  tu  ea  »pe8  unica  peccatorum !" — 
"Thou  art  the' only  hope  for  sinners." 

It  is  amusing  to  hear  Mr.  Kilroy,  in  his 
efforts  to  contradict  his  own  Church  on 
that  matter.  It  is  evident  that  that  intel- 
ligent priest  does  not  believe  his  church 


the  shoulders  of  their  dear  though  errirtj? 
mother.  They  do  not  like  to  hear  any 
talking  against  her,  they  hope  that  she 
will  reform,  give  up  her  errors,  and  bo- 
come  a  true,  good,  honest  mother.  It  is 
wiUi  that  hope  in  their  hearts  that  they^ 
are  always  ready  to  take  up  the  defence  of 
their  moth«'r,  and  to  conceal  or  extenuate 
as  much  as  they  can,  hor  iniquities. 
Though  very  depraved  in  many  things,  she 
is  such  a  good  motlier  to  her  children,  par- 
ticularly to  tiie  priests.  She  feeds  and 
clothes  them  so  well !  she  is  so  rich!  and 
she  is  so  liberal  towards  her  children!  and 
those  with  whom  she  prostitutes  lierselt 
are  so  numerous,  so  great,  so  noble !  There 
is  such  splendor  inside  the  walls  of  her 
house  !  Are  not  the  mighty  emperors,  the 
great  kings  of  the  world,  at  her  feet !  Her 
power  extends  all  over  the  earth,  and  she 
has  such  matchless  unity  and  strength  ! 

But  though  I  congratulate  Mr.  Kilroy 
for  i)rotesting  against  tiie  blasphemous 
doctrine  that  "the  Virgin  Mary  is  the  only 
hope  for  the  sinner."  I  do  not  congratu- 
late him  for  addressing  those  impious 
words  to  Mary,  as,  in  obedience  to  hi» 
church,  he  does  several  times  a  year.  I 
pity  him,  for  several  times  a  year  he  has 
to  say,  "Mary  is  the  only  hope  of  the  sin- 
ner !"  Neither  do  I  congratulate  him  for 
trying  to  throw  dust  into  the  eyes  of  the 
public,  with  his  text  from  tiie  Council  of 
Trent,  namely,  "The  Catholic  Church 
teaches  it  is  (/ood  and  profitable,  suppliantly 
to  invoke^the  saints  reigning  in  heaven 
with  Christ,  in  order  to  obtain  favors 
from  God."  To  say  that  it  is  "agood  ^hing 
to  invoke  Mary,"  is  not  denying  that  it  is 
»«ce*.wry  to  invoke  her.  We  can  say  "it 
is  good  to  invoke  the  name  of  Jesus,"  with- 
out contradicting  those  who  say  "it  is  ne- 
cessary to  invoke  the  name  of  Jesus."  So 
when  the  Church  of  Rome  says  it  is  good 
to  invoke  Mary  and  the  other  saints,  she 
does  not  deny  that  it  is  necessary  lo  in- 
voke her.  When  a  thing  is  n^eesmry  to  sal- 
vation, it  is  surely  good !  The  word  good  is 
on  the  same  line  of  truths  with  the  word 
necessary,  when  speaking  of  the  invocation 
of  the  name  of  Jesus,  It  is  ©n  the  same 
line  of  errors  when  applied  to  Mary  and 


•when  she  tells  him  that  "Mary  is  the  only\\.\w  saints.    In  the  apostate    Church  of 


hope  for  the  sinner."  He  believes  that 
this  is  impiety,  a  kind  of  idolatry.  He  tells 
us  that  "Jesus  is  the  only  hope  for  sinners; 
the  only  Saviour  of  sinners;"  and  I  sin- 
cerely congratulate  him  for  protesting 
with  me,  and  with  all  the  disciples  of  the 
gospel  in  Sarnia,  against  the  blasphemous 
doctrine  that  '"Mary  is  the  only  hope  for 
the  sinaers !" 

I  know  there  are'  a  good  number  of 
priests  of  Rome  to-day,  who  are  disgust- 
ed with  the  idolatrous!  doctrines  of  their 
church,;^''  They  see  ^withftrue  horror  the 
abominations  of  that  "mother  of  harlots;" 
but  they  feel  they  are  her  children, 
and  as  such  they  put  their  mantle  over 


Rome  we  evidently  see  that  the  word  good 
is  contained  in  the  word  necessary,  as  the 
seed  does  contain  the  tree.  In  the  days 
of  the  Council  of  Trent  the  Church  of 
Rome,  through  many  of  her  most  approv- 
ed books,  and  through  the  teachings  of 
many  of  her  so-called  saints,  preached  to 
her  Ignorant  and  abject  slaves,  that  "Mary 
was  the  only  hope  for  sinners— the  only 
foundation  of  their  hope;  and  that  on 
that  account,  it  was  necessary  to  invoke 
her."  But  as  an  abandoned  woman  will 
sometimes  blush  for  her  own  iniquities, 
put  on  airs  of  virtue,  and  speak  words 
which  the  most  virtuous  woman  could 
repeat,    so  the   Church  of  Rome,    at  the

Tlif 
eycsol'aii  iiuligi.ant  Cliristiaii  \\i>rltl  were 
upon  l.uraiul  slic  nia  U;  the  choice  ot  a 
woi'.l  wlii.'iicDiiM  he  used  as  u  kind  ol 
veil,  to  c  )iic(al  as  nuicii  as  possible  iicr 
idolalrv;  though  tlu  re  was  ciioiigii  iu  <liat 
Avord  to  lu!])  iicr  to  <'ouliiuic  ijcr  iuipla- 
caliic  war  against  Goil  aiid  liis  Clirist.

session,  "It  isgood  and  i)rolital)le  logo  to 
Marv,  loiuvolte  lier  nauio  o  obtiiin  i'ayors 
froui  God,  liiroiigii  His  Son,  Jesus  Clirist." 
Ill  tlial  tleeree  slio  calls  Clirist  "WiV'ntli/ 
Kidcdiier  aiifcl  ^^aviour  ol  the  world;"  but 
she  avcdded  saying  that  "He  was  the  "/</,'/ 
iiilerees>or,  liie  ry/,7//iiope,  llie  "i^ly  Ibun- 
dii lion  of' our  tiiitii,  and  the  ('/(/</  door  of 
heaven." 

When  tlie  uood  Mr.  Kilroy  will  read 
my  lo;t(!',  he  will  be  fmcd  to  conless,  in 
spite  (d'  himself,  that  his  Church  says  that 
";Vl.iry  is  the  (///^^liope  for  sinners!"  JIc 
will  be  forced  to  acknowledge  that,  In  the 
presence  of  the  God  of  truth,  and  in  the 
preseiKe  of  Jesus  hiinself,he  is  obliged  liy 
liHclujr.',;!i  to  s.iy  to  Alary,  "Thou  art  the 
oni>/l<;'iw>-Jii'  .ihu„;smuyr."  Hi.'t  ^to  s;iye 
appearances,  and  in  outer  not  to"  Ife  forct'd 
to  confes.i  that  ids  church  is  an  idolatrous 
cliurcli,iUKi  that  he  himself  is  an  idolater, 
who  jiiUs  Jdary  idiove  Jesus  in  ids  heart 
and  iu  Ids  hopes  of  salvation,  he  will  pro- 
ba!)Iy  tell  you  thai  tiie  word  "only"  does 
not  inean  oii/i/l  That  wlieii  he  says  ".Ma- 
ry is  lire  only  hope  iVu'  sinners,"  this  does 
nOt  at  all  uieantliat  "sinps  the  oidy  hopo 
of  sinners." 

And  if  y  u  ask  him,  , 'what  tlicn  is  the 
meaning  of  ihe  word  "only,"  and  whiit 
he  means  wheji  he  says,  "Alary  is  the  oiUi/ 
h()\)c  for  siiiiier.s"':'  lie  will  not  answer 
ycur  question,  except  by  a  ridiculous  re- 
ference to  the  Council  of  Trent.  Or  he 
will  tell  you  that  the  infamous  apostate, - 
Cliiniquy  has  been  a  hundred  times  it\, 
terdicled,  suspemled,  exconununicated 
which  will  be  a  clear  argument  to  jirovc 
that  the  Church  of  Rome  does  not  insult 
Jesus  when  siie  says,  "Mai\y  is  the  only 
hope  for  sinners. 

JJdt  here  I  ha/esoniethiag  to  say,  which 
Avill  look  almo.st  increditable  to  the  hon- 
est Protestants  of  S  irnia  though  it  is  clear 
and  evident  as  tlie  rays  otltlie  sun  on  a 
shining  day,  as  I  will  prove,  with  the  lielp 
of  God,  in  my  future  letters. 

We  have  a  French  provt.'rb  whicli  says, 
"Z(;  menteur  itit.pita  rie  me/moire^  et  fe  ron- 
tredit  S'luvent." — "The  liar  has  no  mem- 
ory, and  often  contradicts  himself."  bo 
the  Church  of  Rome  soon  forgets  the  few 
go(xl  wordsshe  had  said  about  Jesus.  True 


to  her  old  tendency  to  idolatry,  after  hav- 
ing confessed  that  Jesus  was  the  oidi/  Sa- 
vior ofthe  world,  she  cifPployed  all  the  clo- 
(luenee  of  her  oiulors,  hH  thescienceof  her 
theologians  and  .prie||s,  to  pursuadc  the 
sinner  to  go  to  Alary,  by  telling  him  that 
"Mary  was  his  onl'//  hope— his  door  to 
heaven,— his  most  merciful  intercessor  in 
heaven."  The  good  Mr.  Kilroy  is  no 
worse  than  his  Church,  when  he  bravely 
tells  von  that  the  word  "<//////"  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  name  of  Mary  as  the 
hope.of  Ihesinner,  d'"'^  »•>''  nu^an  only! 
His  iiifallil)le  Church' gives  tlie  winie  lati- 
tude of  exiilanation  about  the  word  onlj/, 
iml  afifr  Jesus  as  the  Uedecmer  and  Sa- 
viour of  the  world.  Just  as  oidy,  written 
or  said  in  the  phrase,  "Mary  i^  Ww  o/dy 
hoiie  of  the  sinner,"  according  to  the  ex- 
planation which  you  may  expect  from  the 
Kev.  Air.  Kilroy,  means  nothing,  so  the 
Ciinrch  of  Koine  attaches  no  meaning 
whatever  to  the  word  oidi/.wUvn  ])ul  after 
Jesus  as  the  Hedei'nier  and  Savior  of  the 
woi'ld.  When  speaking  lo  the  Protest-, 
ants,  and  trying  to  deceive  them  by  Ihefr 
i'lu  hantnients/she  pronounces  with  great 
empha-  is,  "Jesus  is  the  v/dy  Iledc.'emer  of 
sinners."  But  she  laughs  at  these  words 
when  speakiiiii:  to  lur  prlest.i  and  to  all 
nf  her  poor  slaves.  To  tin m  she  says, 
"It  is  Alary  and  Alary  aliun;  hwo  can  save 
the  sinner!  Alary  is  the  o/dy  hope  for  sin- 
ners. It  is  to  Alary  that  the  sinutr  nuistgo

The  more  a  man  studies*  anil  knows 
Home  as  she  is,  the  more  he  is  struck  by 
that  duplicity  with  she  speaks.  The  more 
he  is  saddened  at  the  strange  mixture  of 
gold  and  <lusl  which  is  found  in  her  doc- 
h-ine,  the  more  he  will  feel  alarmed  at  the 
diabolical  mixture  of  poison  which  is  in- 
corporated into  the  bri-ad  she  gives.  The 
unsuspecfina'  and  ignorant  nuiltitudestake 
the  bread  without  suspecting  t.te  poison,, 
and  they  die,  far  from  God,  in  arms  of. 
Alarv.  It  is  that  duplicity,  that  double- 
faced  doctrine,  which  makes  the  bold 
priest  of  Romeso  strong  sometimes,  when 
he  is  arguing  with  an  honest  and  unsus- 
]>ecting  Protestant.  The  embassador  of 
l{ome  shows  only  one  side  of  his  doctrine, 
—the  right  side— the  gospel  side;  and  the 
Protestant  is  tempted  to  find  everything, 
right  in  his  adversary.  Hut  it  is  just  this 
which  makes  a  priest  of  Rome  so  weak,  so 
feeble,  so  ridiculously  ignorant,  when"  ar- 
guing with  men  like  Luther,  Calvin,  Knox, 
Gavazzi,  or  even  the  poor  suspended  Chin- 
iquy  ;  for  we  know  all  the  tricks  of  Rome; 
we'  have  drank  of  her  poisinous  waters  ; 
we  have  jdungcd  into  the  deep  sea  of  her 
filth  and  iniquity;  and  we  know  and  can 
prove  to  tlie  world,  uhat  Rome  is  the  great 
mother  of  abominations, — the  great  Baby- 
lon which  the  Lord  will  destroy  with  the 


brightness  of  his  comiug.
